CHIEF’S LETTER 
Editor, Labor Journal: 
At your request my statement

First: After a long discussion 
with the Deputy Chiefs and the 
Captains of the Oakland Police 
Department all of them felt 
that because of the nature of 
our work we had to be impar- 
tial in labor disputes and should 
not join a police union. Be 


Second: I contacted Chiéfs of 
of Police in the larger cities of 
California and all of them with 
one exception stated they were 
very much against members of 
their Department joining a po- 
lice union. 

Third: Labor Unions have 
been very beneficial to em- 
ployees in industry. Certainly I 
am not, nor have I been, 
against Unions in any way in 
the past. Years ago I belonged 
to the Teamsters and took out 
a withdrawal card when I left. 


I do feel, though, that Police 
Agencies are semi-military in 
nature and that they must be 
impartial in the enforcement 
of laws; and that by the very 
nature of their work they 
should not affiliate with a Po- 
lice Union that is a part of a 
National Union. 

May I also quote you the 
opinion of the District Court 
of Appeals in California in the 
case of Perez vs. Board of Los 
Angeles Police Commissioners 
in 1947: 

“In this case a member of the 
Los Angeles Police Department 
was trying to get a temporary 
injunction to restrain the Board 
of Police Commissioners of the 
City of Les Angeles from en- 
forcing a resolution intended to 
prevent Police Officers from 
being members of a Police Of- 
ficers Labor Union. di 


“They stated the allegiancé 
of all public servants is to the 
People: “Obviously there can 
be neither alienation nor divi- 
Sion of this allegiance if con- 
stitutional government is te 
continue. The Police Commis- 
sion, therefore, not only had 
the power but it was the mani- 
fest duty to adopt and enforce 
the resolution herein consid- 
ered. The failure to do so in 
effect would have amounted te 
a surrender of power, a derelic- 
tion of duty and a relinquish- 
ment of supervision and con- 
trol over public servants it was 
their sworn duty to supervise 
and direct.”
